Take Time To Investigate 

Before having their roofs repaired, farmers are 
urged by the Edmonton Better Business Bureau to 
take time to investigate the workmen and to make 
sure their materials are manufactured by a reliable 
firm. Not very long ago, this agency received a report 
from Dimsdale stating that a crew of men, posing as 
professional roofers, were touring farms in that area. 
The prices they were charging for treating farm build¬ 
ing roofs with their so-called miracle spray compound 
ranged from approximately $50 to $120. 

One farmer managed to get a sample of the 
material and sent it to the Better Business Bureau. A 
preliminary examination indicated that it could be the 
same type of material as that used for spraying road 
surfaces. The sample was then sent to the Alberta 
Research Council which reported that it was a heavy 
grade bunker fuel oil containing a quantity of water 
but no hardening qualities. If applied to asphalt roof¬ 
ing shingles or asphalt roll roofing material, it would 
definitely shorten the life of either. On cedar shingles, 
the benefit would be no more than that obtained by 
brushing them over with crank case oil. 

Another farmer reported that when he turned a 
water hose onto the roof, after informing the men that 
he would not pay for the job if it was not satisfactory, 
he turned round to find they and their truck had dis¬ 
appeared. The same thing happened in the case of the 
farmer who, after getting a sample of the material 
used by these operators, announced that he was going 
to have it analyzed. 

Reputable roofers are in the business to stay and 
must, therefore, supply their customer with satis¬ 
factory service, says the Better Business Bureau. Most 
of these firms belong to the Master Bonded Roofers 
whose members have to comply with a strict code of 
ethics. In addition to urging fanners to deal with re¬ 
putable firms, the Bureau also suggests that oil 
dealers safeguard their best customer — the farmer 
— by refusing to supply these unethical operators.
